Fernando.

extension east from Spadra, at tlie 
same time track laying is going on 
south of Bakersfield. 
Should these 
plans lie carried out,and there is every 
reason to believe they will, we shall 
liave 
the

part of the State will he arranged as 
soon as Messrs. C r o c k e r and C o l t o n 
return to Sacramento. 


A Sudden Improvement. 


Last Sunday morning, on the au ­ 
thority of a gentleman whose word 
we will take for as much as H a m l e t 
would that of tiie ghost, the H e r a l d 
stated th a t tlie reservoir and ditches 
of the Los Angeles W ater Company 
were in a condition that could not but 
render the water taken from them so 
impure as to endanger the health of 
those using it. 
Since the appearance 
of the article a num ber of geutlemen 
have endorsed its statements, hut we 
had called the attention of the com­ 
pany to a m atter which we considered 
dangerous to the health of the com­ 
munity, and thus discharged our duty 
in the premises. 
A t 10 o’clock on 
Tuesday morning, we received an in­ 
vitation from the Superintendent of 
the W ater Company to visit the res­ 
ervoir and ditches. This invitation 
was extended to each of the newspa­ 
pers and a representative of each 
office w ent up to th e reservoir. 
W e 
have conferred w ith three of the five 
representatives, and they all say that 
the ditches and reservoirs are in a 
very fair condition; th a t they found 
m en ctf work on the ditches; and that 
the indications were that m en had been 
engaged in cleaning out the ditches 
and im proving the appearance of the 
reservoir within th irty -six hours of 
their visit. 
Between the appearance 
of the H e r a l d article on Sunday 
morning and the com pany’s invita­ 
tion to the press to visit the reservoir 
on Tuesday forenoon, the W ater Com­ 
pany performed a considerable am ount 
of labor and improved the appearance 
of the reservoir and ditch, and we 
hope improved the quality of the 
water furnished the city. 
W e have 
no further comments to m ake at this 
time, and will only add that the H e r ­ 


a l d is pleased to chronicle the a l a c ­ 
rity w ith which the company lias 
heeded the w arning and applied itself 
to the task of im proving the appear­ 
ance and condition of its reservoirs 
and ditches. 
W e trust tiiat the neces­ 
sity for a second allusion to the im ­ 
proper condition of the fountain-head 
from which we obtain our w a t e r w i l l 
not present itself.

Here a con­ 
veyance was iu readiness, and after a 
pleasant urive of live miles, we readi­ 
ed tlie scene of operations on 
tlie 
Temple 
claim. 
This well is now 
one hundred and sixty feet, and the 
oil rises to w ithin four feet of the sur­ 
face. 
They are still boring, however, 
expecting to strike a stronger vein 
within a short distance. 
Near this 
well is an old one on tlie W ylie claim, 
which has deen flowing for years, but 
lias never been pumped. 
Tlie Big 
Moore, Little Moore and Pico were 
then visited. 
A t the latter we saw 
the best oil we have seen outside of 
Pennsylvania, and, we believe, fully 
equal to it in every respect. 


A B E A U T IF U L G R E E N PETR O LEU M , 
Of about forty-two degrees gravity. 
Num bers of otherclaim s were pointed 
out, but we did not have tim e to visit 
them all. 
Returning to the station, 
the gentlem anly proprietors, Messrs.

A t Sail Fernando, w hich will be in 
operation this week. 
We understand 
they have three hundred barrels of oil 
now on hand. 
Here is undoubtedly 
one of the finest opportunities for en­ 
ergy and enterprise in tlie State. W ith 
the oil w hich is now demonstrated to 
exist and is actually produced, there 
is no question that it will pay.
